Loxnox, Nov. 6.—Dispatches received from 
Dole, Beaune, Nogent, Lerot, Rou, Chateau-

Loxpox, Nov. 7.—The. Times says the ar- 
mistice turned dn the question of ingress 
and egress to snd from Paris, Thiers insist- 
ing and- Bismarck refusing. 

During the conference between Thiers and 
Favre, at Severns, the Paris forts maintained 
a steady fire on the place of interview. The 
conference lasted over 8 bours. 

The worning papers deplore the fatality of |

Versaittes, Nov 6.—Everything quiet 
about bere. There has beex no fighting for 
several days. 

Fort Monterat, in New Brissach, capitu- 
lated on Sunday night. A fire had occurred 
inside, which rendered it untenable. Two 
thousand prisoners and five cannon were 
captured.

Beaux, Nov. 7.—The Tribune's corres- 
pondent telegraphs that foreign officials 
have a dispatch saying that the armistice ne- 
gotiations are proceeding favorably. Thiers 
requested a postponement to obtain further 
concessions from the Paris Government.
